“ passing the buck,“ each to so meo ne 
else 
But the agricultural department is 
putting the big end o f the rrapo nHibil- 
ity o n the retailers. 
After a careful in 
vestigatio n the de partm ent anno unces 
that th e priera are no t justified. 
It 
says that the packer is partly to blame, 
fo r the high price o f beef particularly, 
but that the retail dealer is mo st to 
blame. 
A fine distinctio n might be here 
drawn. 
The packer by even a small 
shar e o f the respo nsibility is reaping a 


pro fit o ut o f all pro po rtio n to the pro 
rtteering o f any retailer, because o f the 
great vo lume o f the pa c ke r’s sales 
On 
th e o ther hand, there are a go o d many 
retailers and their e x tra pro fits in the 
aggregat e must go to extrao rdinary fig 
ures. 
Packers have been paying lately abo ut 
o ne fo urth leas fo r beef o n tho ho o f 
than they paid March 1. and have r*-du* 
ed their selling prices. 
They seem t<> 
be making a little mo re pro fit than fur 
merly. 
But the departm ent says that 
retailers have no t lo wered their rates 
to an extent that is in acco rdance with 
the who lesale rates 
Paying almo st 25 
percent leas fo r his meat, o n an aver 
age, it is charged that the retailer has 
lo wered his selling price scarcely as 
much as 10 percent. 
Fo r so me cuts he 
has no t lo wered them at all. 
This is no t tr ue o f every meat dealer, 
o f co urse. 
Many have dealt lairly with 
the public, giving the co nauro er the ben 
efit o f the who lesale price reductio ns. 
B ut to o m a ny retailers have been turn 
ing into exo rbitant pro fit fo r themselves 
this dro p in co st which o ught to have 
go ne to his custo mers. 


While the packers reap great pro fits 
fro m co mparatively small mar gins In 
meats, the federal trade bo ard is warn 
ing the public that the 
danger 
fro m 
them is no t a s to meats o nly, but as to 
vario us o th er pro ducts, including even 
gro ecrie.s. such as sugar, fruits, fish, 
meat substitutes and the like, to say 
no thing o f their large interrats in rail 
ro ads, banka, shipping and shipbuild 
ing, and even in public utility co rpo ra 
tio ns. 
Rapidly gro w ing co ntro l o f thrae 
latter industries puts them in better 
shape year by year to co ntro l o ur fo o d 
stuffs, no t o nly meats but o ther fo o d 
necessaries. 


The d e part m ent is m aking these facts 
public in o rder that the co nsum ers may 
themselves take a hand in rem edying 
the situatio n. 
If 
every 
purc haser 
kno w s the facts, and dem ands to kno w 
exactly why the dealer is charging tin- 
same rates he charged last spring, o r 
any w here near the same, retail prices 
may so o n reach their pro per level. 
Ibis wo uld have a who leso me effect 
o n the who le meat industry. 
Peo ple 
who need meat wo uld be able to buy 
mo re o f it, and the resultant 
demand 
wo uld give a new stimulus to cattle rais 
ing. 


It wo uld be Well no w if the depart 
rnent o f agriculture wo uld perfo rm a 
s-irnilrar service with regard to so me o th 
« •r co mmo dities.
